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European Revolutions 
(Azusa Journal) 


It is somewhat difficult for Americans to 
understand the revolutions that seem to be 
so popular in Europe, as those in Spain and 
Italy, and now in Greece. The Mexicans and 
Latin Americans probably find nothing puz- 
zling in them, for they have staged many 
upsets strikingly like those referred to. As 
a rule the movement has been led by a dic- 
tator against comstitutional government. But 
in Greece the uprising was against General 
Pangalos, who was himself a dictator. The 
leader of ‘the revolution, however, Admiral 
Coundouritis, does not aspire to a dictator- 
ship, having decided to resume the presi- 
dency until new elections can be held. So 
we seem to have a swing back to constitu- 
tional government. The admiral’s action in 
accepting, temporarily, the presidency, is in 
accordance with the wishes of the Venizelist 
party. Whether Greece will escape civil war, 
rumors of which are rife, is a question. 

It all seems very remote and far away, not 
only in space, but in manner. It is quite 
impossible to imagine, in the first place, the 
seizing and holding of power in this country 
dictator. If this were possible, it is 
not unlikely that he might be dealt with 
after the Greek fashion. But no man could 
get control of the army, or any considerable 
part thereof, and with its help drive Presi- 
dent Coolidge and his cabinet from power, 
and overthrow our constitutional system of 
eovernment. If we do not like a President, 
we elect another man in his place—or im- 
peach him in aceordanee with the provisions 
of our Constitution. Even the impeachment 
method and then

Apparently Death 
Was Accidental 


But Rigid Quiz Starts As Ex- 
perts View Powder Burns 
on Body — Thought Shoe 
Lace Pulled Trigger 





Following a coroner’s in- 
quest Monday into the shoot- 
ing of Joseph D. Hargiss, 34, 
yancher of Fifth and Central 
Avenue, west of here, Deputy 
District Attorney C. O. Thomp- 
son announced that he would 
start an immediate investiga- 
‘tion into all details of the cir- 


cumstanee whereby Hargiss 
was instantly killed in his 
automobile by the discharge 


of his shotgun at 2:15 Sunday 
morning. 

The explanation of the 
shooting as an accident was 
not incorporated into the ver- 
dict of the coroner’s jury, 
whieh decided that ‘‘death 
was caused by gunshot wounds 
in the chest, whether accident 
al or undetermined.’’ 

Wife Sees Death 

According to the testimony 
of Mrs. Hargiss, the gun was 
leaning against the seat and 
was discharged when Hargiss 
shifted it ‘to get under the 
steering wheel. She said she 
stood at the side of the car 
preparing to enter when there 


was a blinding flash and a 
deafening discharge and her 


husband lay before her, whis- 
rering: ‘Oh, Babe, I’m done 
for!’? Then he died. 

Mrs. Hargiss said that her 
husband and his brother, Will- 
iam, had been fumigating un- 


til midnight, when he came by 
for her as he took William 
home. He took his 12-gauge 


shotgun along in case he saw 
a rabbit, she said. On the way 
to the brother’s house, which 
is on Seventh street, between 
Vista and Mills, they did see 
a rabbit, but she prevailed on 
him not to shoot. It was her 
belief, she said, that he cocked 
the gun then and forgot to re- 
place the safety. 
To Examine Burns 

After breakfast at the Will- 
iam Hargiss home the couple 
left the house to re-enter their 
automobile preparatory to re- 
turning home. It was then 
that the shooting occurred, the 
testimony showed. 

Thompson stated that re- 
eardless of the fact that there 
is no apparent motive for ‘any 
foul play, he will call in ex- 
perts to examine the wound 
and powder marks to deter- 
mine where the gun .was plac- 
ed when fired. 

The charge entered the 
chest, penetrating the upper 
lobe and reached the edge of 
the heart, the autopsy showed. 

It was the theory advanced 
at the inquest that laces from 
Hargiss’ hunting boots be- 
came entangled with the trig- 
ger of the gun and so dis-
